1. AT VAN BRUSSELEN GROUP MEETING EVENING OCT 18, 

VAN BRUSSELEN CIRCULATED NEW DRAFT ARTICLE 2 OF 
CONVENTION ON PROTECTION OF DIPLOMATS, WITH RESULT 
OF LENGTHY DISCUSSION BETWEEN BELGIUM, SPAIN AND 
ARGENTINA. VAN BRUSSELEN SAID IDEA WOULD BE FOR 
BELGIUM, SPAIN, ARGENTINA AND THAILAND TO WITHDRAW THEIR 
SEPARATE AMENDMENTS AND COSPONSOR THIS TEXT; VAN BRUSSELEN 
THOUGHT TEXT MIGHT WIN WIDE SUPPORT WHEN LEGAL COMMITTEE 
RETURNS TO DISPOSITION OF ARTICLE 2 (CONCLUDING FIRST READING 
OF ARTICLE AND SENDING IT TO DRAFTING COMMITTEE) AFTERNOON 
OCT 22. GROUP MADE A VARIETY OF TECHNICAL POINTS, WHICH 
VAN BRUSSELEN SAID HE WOULD WORK ON: (A) DIFFERENCE IN 
STANDARD "LIKELY TO CAUSE" IN PARA 1(A) AND "CAUSING 
GRAVE DANGER" IN PARA 1(B), AS WELL AS IMPLICATION OF 
THIS WITH REGARD TO ATTEMPTS AND THREATS; (B) WHETHER 
COMPLICITY IN ATTEMPTS IS INCLUDED BY THE FORMULA IN PARA 
2 AS WELL AS COMPLICITY IN THE MAIN CRIMES; AND (C) 

WHETHER "PENALTIES APPROPRIATE TO THEIR GRAVITY" WAS AN 
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PROBLEMS WHICH COULD BE SOLVED IN DRAFTING COMMITTEE, GROUP 
THOUGHT NEW TEXT ACCEPTABLE. VAN BRUSSELEN GIVEN GO AHEAD 
BY GROUP TO WORK FURTHER ON TEXT WITH VIEW TO PUTTING 
IT BEFORE LEGAL COMMITTEE OCT 22 IF BY THEN (A) SPAIN, 

ARGENTINA AND THAILAND HAD FIRMLY AGREED TO COSPONSOR, AND 

ALSO TO WORK HARD FOR ADOPTION OF TEXT; (B) IF CONSULTATIONS 

SEEMED TO INDICATE TEXT WOULD RECEIVE WIDE SUPPORT AND QUICKLY 

WIN IN A VOTE; AND (C) IF ITS SEEMED CLEAR THAT SUBMISSION OF 

TEXT SO DIFFERENT FROM ILC DRAFT WOULD NOT REOPEN 

COMPLETE DISCUSSION OF ARTICLE 2. WHILE WHOLE 

GROUP HESITANT ABOUT THIS COURSE OF ACTION, GROUP 

ALSO HAD GRAVE FEARS ABOUT WHAT RESULTS VOTING ON PLETHORA 

OF AMENDMENTS SUBMITTED ON ARTICLE 2 WOULD RESULT IN, AND 

ON BALANCE THOUGHT IT WORTH RISK.
